to market those productions of their 
country which foreiguers would pur- 
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chase. We are rather inclined to be- 
Vieve that Corea does not at present 
produce articles out of which a large 
and valuable trade can be constructed. 
It is true that Mr, Aston notices with 
gratification that there has been a great 
development in the silk trade, which 
Inst. year iad renched a total value of 
$32,000, and we remember that Mr. 
von MéllendorfE stated that in two 
years the annual export of silk from 
Oorea would amount to 20,000 bales. 
But the silk has so far been of bad 
quality, and the probability is that the 
Coreaus- do not possess the skill by 
which the culture may be improved so 
ns to make the silk a considerable 
article of commerce. It is to be noted 
here that a uamber of mulberry trees 
that lad been imported from China 
Inst year were allowed to die from want 
of osre, but subsequent efforts in the 
anme direction were likely to be at- 
tended with more success, As re- 
gards the tables of Imports, they do 
not coutain much that cau be regarded 
with great entisfection, ‘Tho inorense 
in their value last year was owing to 
the Government having imported con- 
siderable quantities of copper and othor 
metals as materials for the creation of 
‘a debased currency. 

‘The currency of Corea at the begin- 
ning of Inst yenr consisted apparently 
of several varieties of copper cash, sup 
plemented by a few Mexican dollars. 
‘A demand for the latter epringing up, 
the oash became greatly depreciated, and 
the Government thereupon determined 
on the issu of what is probably as 
alupidly conceived a coin as ever was 
devised. ‘They were made six parte of 
copper to four of lead, and were to be 
® legal tender for five of the old cash, 
although their intrinsic value was not 
much greater than that of the coin they 
were intonded to supersede. They wore 
cast in a monld, aud that so clumsily 
that even on the new coing when issued 
the inscription was frequontly illegible ; 
they varied so much in size that some 
contained three times as mach metal as 
others ; and, the Consul it may be 
surmised that the proportion of six 
parts of copper to four of lead ins not 
always beon adhered to, ‘The depre- 
ciation of this coin seems to have com- 
meuced nt once. At the official rate, 
the tango, a8 the uew coin is called, 
was worth 105 to a Mexican dollar, 
bat three mouths ago their value had 
fullon be over 200 for a dollar. This 
ia quite enough to account for a great 
depression iu trade, and it is obvious 
that foreiguers are not likely to enter 
into business in a country where auch 
senseless aud injurious tricks can be 
played with the currency. Au attempt 
to provide a silver curreuey was made 
on a small scale aud was ansuccesafal, 
‘This is to bo regretted, as coins of one, 
two, and three mace would have beer 
useful; but it was premature, as there 
is nothing in the condition of Corea or 
its commerce to make it probable that 
a large amount of silver coinage could 
be absorbed. It is evident that tho 





















Coreans are a poor people, and con- 
tented with the limited comforts they 
have been accustomed to, and the fact 
‘@ are no native banks in 
try proves that the amount 
1” possessed by the people 
must be small, and that it has never 
been used for trading purposes. In- 
deed, the Corea: ppear to be quite 
ignorant of banking and finance if we 
may jndge from Mr. Aston’s Report, in 
which he says that there is uo paper 
currency in the country. 

For many years past, great expecta- 
tions have been eutertained of the 
mineral wealth of Coren. Little was 
known about the country, but vaguely 
magnificent ramoura have long existed 
of vast hills where gold and silver 
awnited the foreign miner, and of fields 
of iron, copper, coal aud every other 
miueral, that were ready to be worked 
by western oapital and skill. Mr, Aston 
rightly says that it is too soon to give 
a positive opinion on these matte 
but that so far nothing has been dis- 
covered to justify the sanguine, views 
that have so long been ourrent. Indi- 
cations of minerals aud precious metals 
have been found, but not in such quan- 
tities as hold out promise of large re- 
turns, At present gold dust is one of 
the chief articles of export to Japan, but 
itis unlikely that there are large deposits 
of gold in any part of the country. So 
far as we know, mining has never been 
prohibited in Corea as it bas been in 
China, aud as gold bas always been in 
couutry the probability is that if it 
oxists in the peuinsnla it would have 
been extracted long ago from the 
quartz or soil and exchanged with their 
neighbours, But a short time should 
bo sufficient to determine what amount 
of truth thero isin the reported mineral 
wealth of the country, And it would 
be a sensible thing, and one that if 
crowned by success would strengthen 
the Government more thau anything 
else, to expend money on the-exploita- 
tion of the country rather than to 
throw it awuy.on the purchase of arms, 
as we regret to see has been done,

that some two hundred recruits have 
rocontly ouly been receiving tw 
cash a day, aud oven this mean 
failed thein on Monday, the officer in 
whoso charge the men wore having 
apparently deserted them, The men, left 
to their own resources, pawued ‘their 
bedding and clothing, ‘aud when the 
proceeds were exhausted found themselves 
destitute. Under these circumstances, it 
is not to be wondered at that tho recruits 
paid a visit to somo of the native shops aud 
took what they wanted without having avy 
intention of paying for the food. Late on 
Monday night, upwards of two hundred 
recruits were soon in Hongkew trying to 
obtain food, Whon it became kuown that 
these men were about, the natives in Li 
Hongkew closed their shops.

‘A Russian journal states, says the Daily 
Press, that the question has been raised 
regarding the construction for the port of 
‘Viadivostock of four ironclad cruisers and 
eight gun-boats ; also of the oponing out of 
4 practicable route between Baikal and the 
Amur. 

According to the China Mait :—Adwical 
Courbet has most likely received reinforce- 
ments of both vessels and men at ‘Tameui 
by this time. Ou the Gth inst, the Freuch 
transport Shamrock was at Singapore with 
600 troops and 140 horses on board, and 
was apparently waiting there for orders as 
to her destination. Sho arrived at Sing- 
apore on the moruing of the 4th, and 
during the Gth she was blowing off steam in 
the harbour, waiting for orders to proceed. 
Tho first of the Freuch men-of-war now 
being seut out to reinforce Admiral Cour- 
bet’s fleet also arrived at Singapore from 
Brest on the 4th, namely, the cruiser 
Champlain, Sho is a vessel of 1,931 tons, 
aud carries 10 guns aud a craw of 200 m 
Itis her second visit to the Far East with 
in the last year or two. Auother French 
man-of-war, supposed to be the Itiguult de 
Genouilly or the Nielly, passed through 
Singapore harbour on the Sth instant on 
her way northward, 
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‘THE SITUATION. 
For some days pst a feoling of con= 
fidonce and relief has been generally 
experienced in Shanghai to which 
the commanity have for a long time 
past been strangers. The cessation 
of hostilities upon the coast, the grow- 
ing impression that the French are 
about to rest upon their oars in Formosa, 
the victories achieved by them in Tou- 
quin, and the gradual growth of a con- 
viction that the contemplated operations 
in tho north have been for the time 
boing, at least, abandoued, have all 
contributed to this more encouraging 
state of affairs. In addition to these 
facta we have received news from time 
to time of the progress of nogotiatio 
\in Tientsin, which are stated to be of a 
distinctly pacific tondency ; and this 
has confirmed the hopes to which tho 
quieter altitude of the French fleet has 
given rise, That such favourable prog. 
nosticatious may be speedily and per- 
manently realised none can wish more 
cordially than ourselves. At tho same 
timo it may not be out of place to utter 
‘a word of warning against too sanguine 
expectations, ‘hata certain standing- 
ground has been arrived at on which 
both ‘parties cau appronch within mea- 
surable distance of eack other is un- 
questionably a great step gained ; but 
it is only a step, aud the obstacles in 
the way of Giunl settlement are still con 
siderable. Itis well to remember that by 
the paymont of a trifling sum of money, 
as indemnity, tho Chinese could have 
come to terms with Frante months ago. 
‘This, Lowever, tbey refused to do, as 
the concession of anything in the shape 
ofan indemnity would in itself be an ace 
kuowledgment that they were in the 
wrong, An indemnity is simply a com- 
pensation for injuries received, audwbe- 
ther such compensation takes the form 
of money or not it atill remains an in- 
domuity and therefore an acknowledg- 
ment of wrongdoing. ‘Taking, then, 
the reported change in the Erench 
attitade precisely as it has reached us, 
it ie diffoult to build any very soaring 
hopes upon it as it stands ab present. 
Threo months ago, peace was be- 
lieved to be within the reach of China 
for ‘ls, 500,000, and sho refused 
to have it ab the price. Since then 
the French bave destroyed a large 
number of forts aud gunboate, and oc- 
cupied tho principal ports in the island of 
Formosa ; then, having doue damage to 
this amount, they offer peaco in return 
for the absolute surrender to them of 
Formosa itself, aud the monopoly of 
railway-building in China for half a 
century, It is like the old story of 
the Roman emperor, the sibyl, and 
the books. The terms of which our 
Peking Correspondent tells us are a 
thousandfold severer, from a business 
standpoint, than those that were re- 
jeoted Inst July. It is vain and 
idle to arguo that the giving of 
mouey would involve a confession of 























wrongdoing, while the cession of terri- 
tory does not. Both involve it; else, 
why shonld any cession be made at all ? 
‘That the Chinese, therefore, should 
have refused to pay an iusignificaut 
amount, and are uow about to part 
light-heartedly with oue of their finest 
possessions, we canuot and we do not 
believe, Tho maritime revenue of For. 
mosa is comparatively insignificant 
say, about half-a-million taels. But the 
island itself is n property of high value, 
politically, to China, and has cost her, 
in times past, much both in blood and 
money. ‘The constant preseuce of au 
armed force so near to her own coasts, 
aud that a Frenoh foree, would be a per- 
petual wound in her side, ‘The cession 
of territory in any case, as we have 
aheady pointed out on several oconsions, 
is a grave crime on the part of Ministers 
of State while the Emperor isyet a child, 
It amounts, in Chinese eyes, to a culp- 
able and indeed unpardonable breach of 
avery snored trust, and the names of 
such statesmen as were parties to it 
would go down to posterity as those of 
traitors to the Throne. This is no 
question of any shadowy suzerainty- 
claims. Formosa is as much a part of 
China as the Isle of Man is of England; 
aud if it passes into the possessiou of 
France it will be at avery heavy cost to 
some one. The Chinese are not likely 
to sign away a part of the Emperor's 
inheritance without a bitter struggle; 
and that there is a struggle to come 
yet,  strugglo in which the French 
fleot now on its way out to China will 
take part, we regard as almost inevitable, 
Nor, we believe, could any such mono- 
poly as that for fifty years’ railway~ 
building become a fact without the 
representatives of other Powers boing 
at least cousulted ; aud it 
tionable, in our view, whether so exorbi- 
tant a demand would be agreed to by 
the Chinese. The power which such a 
footing in the country would give to 
France would be too great. It would 
establish au imperium in imperio,and give 
to Franco @ position unwarranted by 
her commercial interests and utterly out 
of proportion to the number of French 
citizens in Chiun, That such a pro- 
posal has been made by Franco is 
possible enough. The Government of 
the Republic asked £10,000,000 for 
the affair at Langson, but the demand 
was unsuccessful, A subsequent in- 
dication that the eightioth part of that 
sum might be accepted fared uo better ;

object was supplied wheu American 
papers took the same view of what lad 
boen dono near the Fooohow Arsonal 
as their English confréres, influenced by 
the sensational telegrams of Mr. A. 
B. Colquhoun, Hyven tho best news 
papers in Paris do not trouble theme 
selves much to provide eurly iutelli- 
gence for their readers; news oe 
oupies quite a secondary place in their 
columns, and apparently it has taken the 
editors of Parisian newspapers about a 
fortnight to learn the verdict which 
the press of Now York aud other 
American cities had passed upon tho 
bombardmont of Foochow. Tho com- 
ments of their transatiautic oritics 
must have come opportauely to the 
conductors of the French press, for 
after w fortuight of active atuse of 
England even the vocabulary of vilifi. 
cation of Parisian writers must have 
beon exhausted, But, if the tolegrams 
which we published two dayengogivoany 
thing like au accurate idea of the toue 
of the French newspapers, tho journa. 
lists of America have revived the droop- 
ing energies aud resharpened tho pens 
of their brethren in Paris, Tho Amori- 
cau newspapers cau tnke very godd 
oare of themselves, and may be trusted 
to give quite as good ns they got from 
most quarters in Europe, It is also 
possible that they may be more plain. 
spoken in what they have to say about 
French policy than the English press 
ins been, America is far from those 
entangling interests, such as Egyptian 
affairs, which undoubtedly do influence 
the conduct of the English nation when 
such questions crop up as this concern. 
ing Chiua aud France. ‘the American 
newspapers can therefore say things of 
European policy which uations that are 
neighbours would think it politic to 
suppress, or to present to thoi public 
iu a modified form. They are also, 
porhaps, ablo to forma clearer judg- 
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‘méut,on ‘affairs which happen at a 
distance, ‘The Americans at the pre- 
sent time oan approach the oonsidera- 
n of the China- question with their

take other interests into account. Eng. 
land has now most important political 
‘and matorial interests in Egypt, to which 
her statesmen are compelled to gi 
duo weight in theie diplomacy in 
affnira connected with the East. Ger- 
imany and other nations are concerned 
in Egyptian affairs, but uot nearly to 
the same extent as England and France. 
Indeed, we shonld think that Ger- 
many bas almost as little interest in 
Egyptian affairs as the United States 
have, and her rule: as unlikely 
as the Cabinet of Washington to allow 
their policy in China to bo affected 
by anything which may occar in Cairo, 
‘As we have said before, England, Ger. 
many aud the United States have 
tually the foreign trade with China in 
their hands, ‘Tho interests of France 
are confined to the purchase of silk, for 
buys no ten, and the imports re- 
ceived. from her are a few articles 
of Inxury, which are not likely to form 
a basis for a large commerce in the 
fature. Tho quarrel between Paris and 
Poking has nob arison from the samo 
canses which led to the last war be- 
twoon England and France and China, 
It has not sprang from any dispute 
about matters of trade, but has had its 
origin in difficultios that diplomacy 
rather than war should have settled, 
and that aro extraneous to China pro- 
por, The French naturally consider 
thomsclves the best jadges of their 
own interests and conduct, aud they 
have cortainly been allowed full li- 
berty of action by the other western 
Powers; but it is hardly probable

measures to protect them. We do not 
speak now of intervention or mediation 
betweon Franco and China, in the sense 
which hns hitherto been attacked to 
those words, What we moan is that 
all Powers having a atake in the welfare 
of this country will beyond question 
16 the paramount necessity of exer- 
ing somo control over the contem- 
plated action of the former country in 
the advantage it is about to take of 
the present position of affairs, We 
can scarcely imagine, for example, that 
any etep of such importance ns the 
permanent annexation of any Chinese 
territory would be permitted by Gor.

Powers; and if Germany and Eng. 
land haye a prescriptive right to ex- 
press an opinion on the matter, and 
take action nccordingly, it follows that 
that opinion and that action would be

possible to acquit the officials of wilfully 
misrepresenting facts, aud of telling 
not only the people, but the governing 
body nt Peking, things which aro 
utterly untroe. Of course, a telegram 
in such cases as wo ate considering can 
scarcely be otherwise than coloured. 
It is permissible to conclude that even 
the French commander, in communicat- 
ing that which be knows will alm 
immediately bo made pablic, makes the 
best of the situation, and does not lay un- 
necessary stress upon the disadvantages 
that his forces have incurred. That is 
a obaracteristic of every war telegram, 
perbaps, ever sent auywhere by any 
one, except in such cases as an over- 
1g defeat or an absolute and 
ry, where uo colouring 
process is possibie, Had the Chinese 
done no more than this we should not 
quarrel with thom. But they have 
done far more. ‘They have sent tele- 














grams from Tonquin, from Canton, 
from Fooohow, and from Formosa, which 
are cynical and deliberate fabrications, 
Daring the first onmpaign in Tonquin, 
they telegraphed that Baoninh hind boon 
reonplured over and over again, state 
ment for which there was never tho 
slightest shadow of foundation. They 
have sinc glossed over the most crasli-

striking a blow, they have tallced nirily 
about feigned retrents, and informed 
the Government that the French had 
fallen victims to their strategy. We 
know of a recent instance in which a 
most important telegram from a military 
commander was deliberately falsified, 
and the characters employed in it 
hanged for others of different siguifion- 
tion, by the mandarins through whose 
hnnds it passed on its way to the 
Empress at Peking. ‘To this very day, 
again, the Empress writes about the 
three French men-of-war which were 
cnptured by the Chinese at Foochow, 
Hor Mnjeaty being purposely kept in 
ignorance of the fact that the only loss 
thon sustained by the French was that of 
small torpedo bont, A goneral Inugh 
went round, it is true, at the discomé- 
taro of tho cowardly braggart Chang 
P*ei-lun even before the exposure which 
has since followed; bat had the Em- 
press only known the whole truth 
about that person’s condnct at Foo. 
chow in the firat instance it is possible 
that his head, and not his button merely, 
would have paid the forfeit, We do 
not sny that every telegram sont by 
the officials in the South has beon 
absolutely false, Thore has sometimes 
beon a substrata of truth at tho 
bottom of even the most misloading 
intelligence. But tho fact romains that 
when any Chinese telegram, announo. 
ing anytt © disnster to the Frenol, 
proves to bo only partially true, tho 
natural result ia an expression of sur 
prise, and we suppose nobody will deny 
that from first to last the telegrams 
eruanating from official source in the 
Sonth have been generally discredited, 
Now that we want to point out is the 
utterly mistaken nature of this policy. 
Does it not occur to these purveyors of 
false nows to the Throne that they are 
guilty of actual disloyalty, and Unt they 
are doing that which cannot but compli+ 
cate the embarrassments of the Empire 
toavery graveextent? Aro they awaro 
that, Lowevor the Chinese people may 
have been imposed upon at first by theso 
shallow fabrications, their utter un- 
trustworthiness is now being found out, 
and the more intelligent of the public 
are beginning to bo indignant at the 
deception so long practised upon them ? 
We can assure them that such is the 
fact, and that the foolish and short~ 
sighted policy of falsifying uews will 
no longer serve their tarn, Chang 
Péei-lan, the loud-voiced patriot, is 
now discredited in tho eyes of ovory 
mau in the Empire who can rend,

DR, MACGOWAN ON GUNPOWDER. 
Tue question as to whether the Chis 
nese wore the first to employ gui 
powder and whether they were the i 
ventors of firearms may supposed to have 
boon definitely settled in the negative 
by Mr. Mayers in his very elaborate 
research on those subjects. Dr. Mac- 
gowan, however, in a recent commani- 
cation to our local branch of the Rayal 
Asiatic Society, reafirms the claims 
of the Chinese ns originators of those 
implements of warfare, He admits 
that ganpowdor as now used is a foreign 
discovery, Auterior to its granulation 
by Schwartz, it was a crude com- 
pound, and of little use in propelling 
missiles. It is that article which Dr. 
Macgowan states was first used in 
China, the samo that the Chinese 
wore the first. to employ, Essen- 
tially it was the samo as that described 
in & manosoript discovered by Sir F. 
Palgrave in tho Bodloian Library, 
from which it appears that Baoon did 
not first make known the ingredients 
of gunpowder; they were communicated 
to him by a fellow friar, a Spaniard, 
It appears to have been nothing moro 
than “Greek fire,” tbe invention of 
which is ascribed to Callinious of Helio- 
polis about 688 A.D., or say four hun. 
drod yonrsafter its firstuse in China, Dr. 
Maogownn disousses the claim ndvauced 
in behalf of the Hindus to the in 
tion, which is based on Sanskrit wi 
ings, as summarised in Chambors’ Ei 
vyclopoadia, Iu recording the wars 
of the Egyptian Horcules in India, a 
Hinda writer states that “ the sages 
remained anconcorned spectators of tho 
attnek upou, their stronghold, till au 
‘assault was attempted, when they re- 
polled it with whirlwinds and thando: 
hurling destruction on the invaders, 
A Greok historian of Alexander’s cam- 
paign testifies that the Hindus had 
the means of “ discharging finmes 
and missiles on their enemies from a 
distances.” The incendiary materials 
thus employed were according to Dr. 
Macgowan merely the naphthous or 
petroleum mixtures of the ancient 
Coreans, and in carly times used by the 
Chinese, ‘Tho “ stink-pot ” so much 
used by pirates is, it appears, a Cam. 
bodian invention, 

‘The Doctor shows also that as 
carly as the twelfth or thirteenth co: 
tury the Chinese attempted sub-marine 
warfare, coutriving rade torpedoes for 
that purpose. Finally, he says that 
unless the “ fire-tube” of the Byzantine 
Emperor Leo, introduced between 890 
and 911, was a gun, the Chinese claim 
priority iu the contrivance of that im- 
plement, au inventor having submitted 
in the year 1000 to the Emperor 
Heien-ping a “fire-gun, and a fire- 
bomb.” In conclusion Dr. Macgowan 
says that while the Chinese discovered 
the explosive uature of uitre, sulphur, 





































and charcoal in combination, they were 
laggards in its application, from ine 
ability to perfect its mauofaclure; so 
in the use of firearms, failing to pri 
secate experiment, they are found in 
the rear in the matter of scientific 
guuuery. The recent fiasco in their 
attempt to use torpedoes during the 
siege of Pagoda Auchorage affords a 
very apt illustration of the Doctor's

PELLUN

(CHARGE OF GROSS COWARDICE.

in a hody against Chang P‘ei-lun. 


Since the defeat at Makiang, the Memo. 
rialists have repeatedly received communi. 
cations from Foochow, all of which spoke 
of the flight of Chang P‘ei-lun and Ho Ju- 
chang on hearing the alarm. ‘The details of 
the defeat are known to all and the Throne 
sees so very far that it was unlikely (in 
‘Memorialists’ opinion) that the officials 
dared to report other than the truth ; for 
which reason the Memorialists did not make 
anything known to the Throne ere this. 
But in reading the Decree issued on the 1st 
day of the 8h moon the Memorialists dis- 
covered how many actual occurrences the 
officials concealed, and-how different were 
the accounts given of the defeat from what 
the Memorialists learnt from the Foochow 
letters. On the 1st (7th moon) the French 
sent a letter giving the time for battle to 
the Captain of the Yang-wu, Chang Chén, 
who immediately communicated the matter 
to Ho Ju-chang. Ho Ju-chang, however, 
kept the matter a secret. On the 2nd, the 
Consuls and merchants of the different 
nationalities went on board the steamers. 
All were aware that fighting would begin 
soon, and went to Chang P'ei-lun petition. 
ing him toallow them to make preparations. 
Chang P'ei-lun, however, ordered them out, 
and refused to issue ammunition. After: 
wards a French instructor of the Arsenal, 
Medard(?), 343, told the student Wei Han 
that hostilities would commence on the 
morrow (8rd), but Wei Han, fearing the 
temper of Chang P'ei-lun, dared not give 
the information, until early on the morn- 
ing of the 3rd, ‘when he saw tho French 
ships getting up steam and weighing anchor. 
By that time Chang P'ei-lun became much 
agitated, and ordered Wei Han to ask 
Courbet to delay the battle till the follow- 
ing morning. But scarce had Wei Han 
set foot on the enemy's ships before the 
boom of guns was heard, while our ships 
were still at anchor and our guns un- 
charged. The enemy fired. seven shots 
when the ships Fu-lising, Chen-wei, Fuh- 
sheng, Kiewsheng, perished, fighting brave- 
ly to the last. Tho other ships were 
Burned, their’ own crows sotting fire 
to them. In that ongagement nine steam 
war-ships, over ten of the large-sized 
junks, and countless small craft were de- 
atroyed. Tho Hu Paoand ei-hsing escaped 
and sank themselves near to Lin-pu. 
the land forces scattered and betook them- 
selves to flight. ‘The French lost only one 
torpedo-boat. "Such indeed are the details 
connected with the great defeat on the 3rd. 
Chang P'eilun and Ho Ju:chang, on hear, 
ing the first roar of the cannon, escaped 
over the wall in the rear of the arsenal, 
‘There was a great thunderstorm and torrents 
of rain, P*ei-lun ran with baro feet 
along the middle of the path ; his bodyguard 
came to the resoue and helped him to reach 
Ku-shan, the vi of which would not 
receive him, and he hid himself in the 
back portion of tho Ku-shan Monastery, 
distant from the Arsenal over twonty li, 
On the following day, ChangP*ei-lunreachod 
the Péng-tion village. A Decree reached 
Foochow on that very day, and_ tho 
Viceroy searched in vain for Chang P'ei- 
lun, Not until a reward of a thousand 
cash was offered were his wheréabouts 
known. Ho Ju-chang ran to a cortain 
ancestral temple in the village of Kwei- 
on, but the country-people arose, burnt tho 
tomple, and drove him out. He then slept 
for the night in a foreign hong, entered the 
city on the next day, and took’ up his quar- 
ters in the Canton Guild ; but again ho was 
chased out and was obliged to join 
Preidung in Péng-tien.

ANOTHER CHINESE VERSION OF THE 
TANGSON AFFAIR. 
‘Tho French, having determined to make 
an attack on our camp, began to march on 
27th day of the dth moon (June 
20th). They reached the Ch‘ing Hua #76 
river on the 20th (June 22nd) and the next 
aay, being the lat of the intercalary 5th 
moon, General Wan despatched the deputy 
Hu with a communication to the Freuch 
camp. By the time Hu reached the French 
lines, he found them already marshalled in 
battloarray. Hu walked straight up to the 
French commander, presented the com- 
muuication, and demanded the reason of 
his coming. The commander replied that 
he was going to Langson and Kao-p'in; 
that the Kaangtung soldiers were in h 
way ; and that wuless the Chinese troops re- 
treated within the gates he would be obliged 
to commence hostilities. Hu then charged 
him with breaking faith, and the Frei 
soldiers put Hu’s three followers to death, 
maltreating Hu and driving him back to 
our camp. It was fortunate that our left 
wing of eight camps of tung troops, 
commanded by Huang Yii-hsieu, were pre- 
ed. When the French made a rush 
forward, and fired three rounds, Huang 
wrched out to the river bank aud resisted 
the enemy from seven in the morni 
tivo in the afternoon, Our troops wai 
‘Treaty of Peace havin; 
signed, they were not well supplic 
cartridges. Just then the rain came down 
in torrents, and both sides had to cease 
firing. Soon our supplies of ammunition 
arrived, and the battle re-commenced. At 
dusk the French beat « precipitate retreat, 
carrying with them all their dead and 
wounded. Of the Kuangtung soldiers ouly 
twenty odd received any injury. Our army 
did not give pursuit, as there were two 
large camps of the enemy close by the 
Ching Hua river. That night our troops 
bivouacked in the open air.
